Later he became 
chairman of the Far astern Com- 
mittee, and as such was temporary 
ruler of the Maritime Provinces, a 
osition which he later relinquished 
fo become the representative of the 
Siberian Government, He was. still 
managing director ‘of the Chinese 
‘Eastern Paflway, and shortly! after’

Madame Chiang Kal- 
shek’s ringing appeal for women’s co-

CHINA’S NEEDS 
May 24. 

Dr. H. H, Kung has happily found 
the atmosphere in London most 
favourable to his advocacy of 
British co-operation in the develop- 
‘ment of China's resources. He will 
probably be the first to admit that 
‘the ground had been well prepared 
by the steady labours of Mr. Quo 
‘Tai-chi, whose success as China's 
representative at the Court of St. 
James has earned for him the deep 
gratitude of both countries, ‘The 
recent visit of the Leith-Ross Mis- 
sion and its material consequences 
have also paved the way for Dr. 
Kung, as Special Ambassador, to 
bring’ to British attention certain 
important aspects of developments 
here. China's need of capital and 
technical knowledge was appro- 
priately pointed out to the China 
Association and the Federation of 
British Industries who conspired to 
do honour to China's chief Corons 
tion delegate. It is impossible, of 
course, for the oratory of a banquet 
to cover the ground as fully as, say, 
an official report. ‘The principal 
speakers can deal only with the 
salient features of the situation 
and, in a complimentary mood, they 
are’ precluded from insisting on 
reservations which are essential to} 
‘a complete presentation of the sub- 
ject for the purpose of formulating] 
policy. Mr. Walter Runciman, 
‘whose presence at the banquet 
showed the importance which the 
British Government attaches to Di 
Kung’s mission, was, however, 
moved to combine his ‘congratula- 
tions of China's successful handling 
of the managed currency scheme 
with the friendly hint that 
adherence to sound principles of 
currency would “most gain British 
admiration”, The Finance Minister 
of China thus had the assurance 
that his pledges to set up a Central 
Bank on modern lines and to 
balance the budget, so that the 
unification of the currency and the 
stabilization of the dollar could be 
secured on a firm basis had the 
cordial approval of British com- 
meree and finance. 

If Dr. Kung’s efforts—admirably 
reinforced as thoy are by the direct 
personal interest of General Chiang, 
Kai-shek and the Government at 
Nanking and by the co-operation 
of the Leith-Ross Mission and other 
representatives of the British Gov- 
ernment—are {0 be pressed to a 
successful issue, it is essential that 
here in China, they should have 
full Chinese and British support. 
‘When broad lines of policy are laid 
down either in Nanking or London| 
it is impossible to enter into those 
details which, by men on the spot 
actually engaged in testing the 
execution of that policy, must be 
examined and proved. That is 
where, sometimes, criticism is apt 
to find expression which, unless 
viewed in the proper light, may 
seem to be obstructive, When Mr. 
Runciman asserts that the pos- 
ibilities of trade in China are 
“stupendous”, he is making a 
statement which must be assessed 
by the long view. It must not be 
taken to imply the conviction that 
he has uttered. the “open sesame” 
for the immediate admittance of 
British traders to a cave of limitless 
treasure. Given steady pe 
severance in the goodwill now 
marking Sino-British relationships, 
satisfactory political conditions, ¢3 
ternally and internally, for China's 
development, steadfast adherence 
































by the Chinese Government and 
the people at its back to the pro- 


‘gramme of economic reconstruction 
‘and resolute action in improving 
administrative machinery, there is 
no reason why Mr. Runciman 
should fail to be a true prophet of 


is| destiny. It would be fatal, however, 


if his words were to be accepted 
without reservation, either by the 
British financier and trader or by the. 
Chinese exponent of what Japan 
calls “the new coneept” of China's 
affairs. Dr. Kung was justified in 
$2] drawing attention to the improved 
trade returns, but, unless his 
advisers who were present at the 
banquet have been momentarily 
disconcerted by that Coronation 
feeling, he was well aware that the 
development of China’s resources 
for establishing the surpluses of 
which he spoke depended not 
only on technical, financial or even 
fiscal measures’ of reform but! 
largely on the ability of the Chi- 
nese Government to maintain 
political and administrative equili- 
brium. 

‘To attain to that guarantee of 
of economie progress is no light 
task, It demands considerable 
sstatesmanship from the Govern- 
ment and, let it be added, con- 
siderable Understanding from those 
who here have to deal direct with 
Chinese officials and business men. 
‘On that account it would be 
pleasant to think that the spirit of 
the speech of Mr. Walter Runciman 
could find frank and enthusiastic 
support from the British in China, 
Much has been done to remove 
former diffidences which seemed to 
cloud the way of approach to Sino- 
British accord. British feeling 
here is generously inclined but it 
has perhaps to cultivate the sense 
of proportion which assigns {0 
obstacles and disappointments their 
right degree of significance. When 
a country is slowly but manfully 
emerging from a revolutionary 
condition the utmost tolerance and 
patience are required by its 
friends. There is every reason to 
believe that those qualities are at 
the disposal of China in seeking 
British co-operation. ‘They will be 
the more readily forthcoming it 
China on her side can show an alert 
appreciation of the realities which 
He at the base of sound commercial 
relationships. Similarly here in 
Shanghai patience and discern- 
ment can be generously engaged 
if the Government shows ite 
Self alive to the importance of 
commanding public confidence by 
responding to reasoned criticism of 
such legal and administrative de- 
fects as have led to the stagnation 
of credit. ‘This attitude is not 
inspired by carping scepticism but 
by a realist conception of the origin 
of credit. Just as delay in reform- 
ing mortgage law, in clarifying the 
relations between tenant and land- 
lord, thus re-establishing the 
liquidity, of mortgages as instru- 
ments of credit, has retarded the 
growth of understanding, so. non- 
recognition of the incompatibility of 
‘welcoming foreign capital with the 
imposition of unfair diserimina- 
tion against foreign trade, must 
of necessity raise impediments to 
the natural cultivation of those con- 
tacts which by his admirable 
energies in London Dr. Kung is so 
wisely encouraging. 

















A PACIFIC PACT 
May 20. 

‘Mr. Joseph Lyons’ suggestion that 
the nations of the Pacific should 
arrive at a joint understanding for 
the preservation of peace in their 
domain may have been a passing 
observation in the course of a 
speech mainly devoted to the 
affairs of the British Empire. It 
nevertheless acquires importance by 
reason of the author's position as 
Prime Minister of Australia, even if 
its immediate adoption cannot be 
‘expected. Before the nations con- 
cerned can enter into conference 
much spade-work has to be done. 
Preoccupations in Europe must 
necessarily be taken into account! 
by countries like Great Britain, 
France and Holland. Neither the 
United States nor Japan is free’ 
from the pressure of domestic diffi- 
culties, Yet it is well to take note| 
of Mr. Lyons’ words for they have 
at once aroused interest. Australia| 
has been devoting considerable at- 
tention of late to the study of| 
events in the Pacific. Her relations| 
with China and Japan are excep- 
tionally friendly. Although directly 
concerned with the development of| 
international policies in the Pacific 
Australia preserves a detachment) 
which enables her to view the whole 
situation with a more dispassionate 
eye than is possible for some other 














countries. Australians themselves| 
have been wont to"regret a certain 
self-absorption of public opinion in 
their country. It has been often 
said that parochialism has too easy 
a sway over the general trend of 
comment discernible in the Aus- 
tralian press. This attitude is 
changing and changing rapidly. At 
fone time Australian delegates re- 
turning from international _con- 
ferences, whether those of the 
Institute of Pacific Affairs or further 
afield, have been depressed to find 
little scope for expounding to their 
countrymen the problems to dis- 
cussion of wnich they have been 
making important contributions in 
the course of their delegacy, Now, as 
listeners in Shanghai will agree, the 
Australian Broadcasting Commis- 
‘sion has given special opportunities | 
for its national clientele to hear 
authoritative expositions of such 
problems as China's development, 
‘Japan's economic difficulties and the 
clash of international interests in 
the Pacific. ‘The Australian In- 
stitute of International Affairs is 
vigorously reinforcing this good 
work. 

So Mr Lyons knew that behind 
him he had more than the usual 
volume of Australian opinion in 
putting forward his proposal. In 
the past year Australia has played 
a prominent part in Far Eastern 
diplomacy by coming to a satis- 
factory and friendly understanding 
with Japan on a most delicate issue 
which at one time caused no little 
anxiety to statesmen in both coun- 
tries. As a Pacific Power she has 
therefore vindicated her eapacity for 
negotiation in maintenance of 
Pacific integrity. ‘The dynamic 
happenings of the last decade have 
outmoded the machinery on which 
Far Eastern equilibrium has been 
poised. There is no need to ex- 
amine the causes or to assign 
responsibility for the divergence of| 
policies. Events must be judged as 
they stand. ‘The emergence of China 
from a period of unexampled discord 
and upheaval, her efforts to create 2 
firm basis for her newly affirmed. 
unity and so fit herself for grap- 
pling with the still stupendous task 
of reconstruction and stabilization 
‘must bring to the problem of Pacific 
relationships a new factor and, 
happily, one which gives promise of 
mitigation of the strain of conflict. 
Japan has been passing through 
strange perplexities and still 
stranger manifestations of mood. 
Mr. Naotake Sato’s attempts to bring. 
her foreign policy into accord with 
his desire for friendly co-operation 
with Great Britain and the United 
States of America. There seems to be 
no valid reason why, in due course, 
these proofs of goodwill should not 
be used to inspire a return to the 
conference chamber for review of 
the Pacific nations’ requirements 
and aspirations. The 
subordination of r 
system under tho League of ‘Nations 

to the exigencies of world polities 
in which fear is driving nations to 
the brink of desperation, cannot be 
ignored. ‘The remedy is to be found 
in the gradual resumption of those 
diplomatic labours which may best 
pave the way to recovery of morale. 
Regional pacts, as Mr. Lyons has, 
pointed out, are themselves the 
proper instruments of approach to 
the collective system. A regional 
pact, as the outcome of co-operative 
consultation among the Powers of 
the Pacific, would go far to lighten 
the burden of statesmanship in the 
Far East. 

Experience has shown that the 
summoning of a conference cannot 
be wisely attempted unless the pre- 
liminary examination of the prob- 
Jems with which that conference is 
to deal has produced evidence of a 
reasonable prospect of . success. 
‘That is why the discussions sai 
to be in progress in London between 
Japan's representative and the For- 
eign Office in Whitehall, and Dr. 
HH. Kung’s recent contacts with 
British statesmen and financiers may, 
bbe found eventually to have a value 

im= 
In the last few 
¢ays misapprehensions regarding the 
possibilities of Japanese co-opera- 
tion have been removed by. the 
clear assurance of British solicitude 
for China’s interests and for Ameri- 
can_association with the support 
of China's economic reforms. ‘The 
‘outlook for the future here is sat 
factory if the prineiples of genuine 
‘co-operation be steadily kept in 
mind and the old methods of power 
diplomacy eschewed. If the ground 
can be thus cleared it is not beyond 
the bounds of possibility that Mr. 



































finitely bahished, the consolidation 
of the international relationships in| 
the Pacific may readily be achieved| 
by a general assembly of the nations| 
in conference. Australia will thus 
have given a valuable lead to action 
which, besides facilitating the re- 
moval of her own personal 
anxieties, may enable the Pacific 
‘countries generally to agree upon a 
‘common policy in preservation of 
that peace by which alone their| 
prosperity and development can’ be 
safely pursued. The process must 
‘be, first, one of sympathetic and 
systematic study; secondly, careful 
preparation by the climination of 
misunderstandings and the adjust- 
ment of views, and, finally, the ap- 
plication of the conference method 
fo encompass agreement in the form 
of a substantial and acceptable pact. 











“J.D.R.” AND CHINA 
May 25. 

Efficient to the point of ruthless 
ness in the construction of his vast 
fortune, John D. Rockefeller brought 
the same dynamic quality to bear| 
on his philanthropic activities. 
‘Many wealthy men have served| 
their community well by the| 
exercise of the power given them| 
by their riches, The history of| 
education abounds with examples. 
Fortunately, too, the breed of bene- 
factor does’ not’ seem to fail. Yet! 
the wide-spread charity of Rocke~ 
feller secured and has preserved a 
magnificence of its own. At the 
moment of mourning his death, if 
mourning be the word for saluting] 
the easy passage of a tired frame 
from a world which for him had’ 
long outgrown its novelty, it is 
fitting to contemplate the memorial 
created in his lifetime and likely to. 
stand as a symbol of discerning 
benevolence for many  generations| 
to come. China, like other coun- 
tries in the East, has good reason 
to bless the name of Rockefeller 
because she has benefitted much 
from the famous charter which in 
1913 exhorted the — Rockefeller| 
Foundation “to promote the well- 
being of mankind throughout the 
world”, To quote from its latest 
report, “the advance of knowledge 
with research as the chief tool, has| 
been the definite objective ' and. 
method of Foundation action”. 
Rockefeller was too keen a business 
man to permit his charitable en-' 
terprises to suffer from inept direc 
tion. He took precautions to get 
the best possible advice and to pay 
for the best possible _ brains 
Dangers of attempting too much, of 
spreading itself too diffusely were 
thus avoided. Selection of the most 
essential lines of research was made| 
and care was taken to concentrate 
rather than to sprawl. “Social 
security, international relations and} 
public ‘administration” in social 
Sciences, experimental biology in 
natural ' sciences, psychiatry 
medicine, cultural techniques, 5 
ag radio, amatour drama, museums, 
libraries, in the humanities, com- 
prised the Foundation's programme. 
Elasticity was retained to permit 
‘strategic change of attack for the 
better attainment of the main 
‘objective—the championship of 
civilization. 

In the war against disease the! 
Rockefeller Foundation has played 
a noble part. “China was among its 
first beneficiaries, First a com- 
mission was sent to study her 
medical needs. Thence sprang the 
China Medica! Board Ine., to which 
the Foundation has given’ over US. 
$1444 million, and the Peiping| 
Union Medical College, toward the 
building and support of which the| 
‘sum of about U.S. $18 million has 
‘been contributed by the Foundation. 
In 1934, recognizing the pressing 
need of China for assistance in oth 
social activities, the Foundation] 
appropriated a million U.S. dollars| 
for a three-year programnie of rural 
reconstruction and correlation of 
its medical programme widh public 
health work.

‘The Foundation has taken a lively 
interest in the rural edue 
problem here and thus has admir~ 
ably encouraged the Government's 
present concern in rural reconstruc~ 
tion generally. Mr. Selskar M. 
Gunn, one of the Vice-Presidents of 
the Foundation, is the oMcer who 
Gireets its activities in China, with 
Dr. J.B, Grant as the resident as- 
sistant in charge in Shanghai, Mr. 
Gunn, who is now in New York, 
hhas been giving close attention to 
rural problems. He has a close ac~ 
quaintance with them here and in 
other parts of the world and it is 
understood that he has been special~ 
ly struck by the Report which Lord 
Linlithgow's Commission over ten 
years ago published on the mair. 
Teatures. of rural administration 
and development in India, The 
parallel between the two countries 
is so striking that there is little 
Ooubt that the Linlithgow Report is 
‘a document of intense value to 
China. In the current survey of 
the Foundation’s work in China, 
its President, Mr. Raymond B. 
Fosdick, points out that the Chinese 
Government is attempting to “make 
over a mediaeval society in terms 
of modern knowledge” and that in 
this endeavour

programme for rural reconstruction 
in China has to be realistically 
based. “Tt would be a disservice to 
China to create in a rural region an

‘ould be obviously beyond. the 
wanclal possibilities of the local 
population. China. is therefore 

driven to’ the hard necessity of 

developing a programme involving 
local government, security, educa 
tion, livelihood, and public health 
which can ‘be ‘supported with the 
meagre existing resources, 
‘That shows the practical spirit in 
which the Foundation docs all its 
work. Tt also enshrines a useful 
definition of China's real needs and 
supplies a salutary corrective to 
those who underestimate the 
magnitude of the task which 
General Chiang Kai-shek and his 
colleayes have accepted in pressing 
‘on with their people's economic 
reconstruction programme, It in 
vites for China sympathy, but it 
enjoins patience, for the pace can= 
not be rapid. Patience is a suitable 
virtue to associate with the career 
and achievements of the great man 
whose passing so much reminds 
China of her deep indebtedness to

‘Nanking, Peiping, Canton and Tien- 
tsin bear testimony to similarly well 
organized communal rejoicings. 

‘The perfection of the wireless 
brobdeast undoubtedly assisted in 
giving the celebrations, especially 
in the smaller places, intimate as- 
sociation with the doings in London. 
Neatly everywhere some resident— 
not always British—was kind 
enough to put a radio set at the 
disposal of the community, with the 
result that cheers along the proces- 
sional route in London actually 
echoed in the evening stillness of 
far distant places in the interior of 
China, ‘Thus Canadians in Kweiteh 
were ‘thrilled to hear a B.B.C. 
observer on Hyde Parle Corner hail 
their famous “Mounties” as “the 
finest body of men in the world.” 
Even where the Royal Navy could| 
not be represented celebrants were| 
not to be denied, Kweiteh in 
Kansu boasts of a population of 
nine British residents who, with the| 
assistance of their Chinese friends, 
were able to make a brave show. 
Shasi, with a third of that British 
complement, found the Mercantile 
‘Marine a spiendid substitute for the 
senior service, An Ewo steamer, 
the Kiangwo, slipped into Shasi and) 
the leading lady of the British com= 
munity did her part in presiding] 
over a happy gathering of Chinese 
and foreign sympathizers with 
British rejoicings. ‘The local 
Customs chief, the Japanese Consul 
and leading missionaries were con- 
spicuous among the guests. Shasi 
Britons were decidedly not down- 
hearted on Coronation Day. The! 
larger but by no means considerable| 
British population of Kaifeng was 
not behindhand. ‘The wireless was| 
engaged to supplement the tribute 
of the locally arranged religious| 
service, 

‘Success in listening to London’ 
pageant was not uniform. The 
tragedy of the non-co-operating| 
alarm clock which deprived four 
British girls of the opportunity of| 
hearing the King’s speech Ands| 
record in Kaifeng’s account of the 
occasion, so too does that of the| 
excessively considerate enthusiast} 
whose alertness in keeping awake| 
was nullified by a lack of co-ordina~| 
tion with the progress of his wateh. 
Ningpo was not too far away to. 
forget the occasion, Thanks to the 
courtesy of local Rotarians, it 
dodged inclement weather and its| 
few British residents had no com~ 
plaint to make of a lack of loyal 
opportunity. Wuhu, well-known, 
for its justifiable refusal to admit 
the superiority of Shanghai, be- 
flagged and buntinged itself in good 
heart and London's celebrations 
were heard to the accompaniment! 
of a local rework display. ‘These 
fare a few random jottings on the 
general celebration in many parts| 
‘of China where, in their twos and 
threes or hundreds, British residents 
were moved to salute the day. In 
microcosm they show the same 
spirit as was so happily arrayed in 
Shanghai—fervent gratitude for the 
King’s crowning and for the friend- 
liness which prompted other 
nationals to take part in the re~ 
Joicings. ‘The energy of the leaders 
of the community was well illus- 
trated by one complacent asse1 
tion that the tiredness of their 
Majesties, after a strenuous epic of 
ceremonial, was matched in the| 
Jocal Consulate, ‘The wonder of the| 
broadcasting reception remains as 
the abiding impression common to| 
most celebrations. Its power to 
unite seattered communities ina} 
general emotion found special ex- 
pression in the experience at Hang-| 
chow where, after a succession of 
glowing sounds of pomp and en- 
‘thusiasm silence ensued to be 
broken by a clear v 
aloud from Westminster 
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words “The Queen looks lovely!” 
Th an unprecedented degree the 
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Coronation Unfolded itself to the 
King’s subjects throughout _ the 
vastness of China untrammelled by 
distance or time. 





CLEARING THE AIR 
May 2. 

Nothing but cynical disregard 
for the educational well-being of its 
youth or for its civic responsibilities 
would be imputed to the British 
community here if, in the event, the 
appeal for funds’ to_ remove’ the 
Catheral Schoo! for Boys were’ to 
Tack adequate support. The ultimate 
success. of that appeal surely 
eannot be in doubt. ‘This journal, 
resolved as it is to throw the full 
weight of whatever persuasion it 
can muster behind the appeal, has 
in the good sense of the community 
‘a more robust faith than to believe 
that the doubts and. uncertainties 
hitherto checking rapid progress of 
the Fund are merely the expression 
of niggardly obscurantism. ‘There 
is a genuine apprehension which, 
fortunately, seems capable of re- 
moval if the community can be 
Properly seized of the relevant 
facts, ‘The sponsors of the appeal, 
sensing the advanti 
modern belief in the impor 
physical training, have naturally 
indicated the school's need for play- 
ingflelds. Obviously that need could 
be readily met without the elaborate 
process of a large scale appeal. It 
is, in this journal's opinion, merely 
incidental to the far more vitaland 
urgent problem of securing the re- 
moval of the school from premises 
which no modern educationalist can 
commend, apart altogether from the 
fact that their location is adversely 
affecting the normal enrolment of 
pupils, No betler occasion could 
have been-taken than the Corona- 
tion to inspire a united effort by the 
British community for ensuring that 
its one school for boys is extricated 
from the stagnation which, unless 
remedied, must lead eventually to 
‘complete’ collapse. 

The process of clearing the air 
thus is exceedingly necessary. It 
has been established that the School, 
‘although associated with the Church 
of England, is not under rigid 
denominational control, Enrolment 
is open to children of all British 
parents of whatever religion. Such 
restrictions as govern its admissions 
fare not sectarian. Nor is there any 
reason to believe that a further 
broadening of the foundation is im- 
possible. Obviously the sponsors 
of the appeal or the school author- 
ities cannot venture at this stage 
to make any definite pronouncement 
‘on that point without exposing 
themselves to the risk of being 
eventually charged with taking 
money under false pretences. For 
fone thing, judicial processes must 
govern , such modifications of a 
‘Trust deed if the need be found 
to exist. Recognizing, however, the 
significance of an appeal made to 
the whole community, this journal 
can fearlessly put on record the 
view that, assuming the community 
accepts the invitation in the fullest 




















sense of the term, it will automati- 


tive right to bring pressure to bear 
for appropriate legal action to be 
taken, if possible, in fulfilment of its 
wishes regarding the machinery of 
management and the general policy 
of enrolment. That is the history of | 
English schools elsewhere. There 
is no reason to think that the 
Cathedral School will be an excep- 
tion, provided its standing as an 
educational servant of the whole 
‘community be completely establish- 
ed by virlue of the sources from 
Which its financial support comes. 
In short, the appeal offers the very 
opportunity which has been so long, 
desired by those who would broaden 
the basis of the School's foundation. 
Indeed it is understood that, in the 
event of the appeal being success 
ful, consultative machinery will be 
set'up in order immediately to give 
the community a more effective: 
voice in the School's affairs. 
Instead, therefore of standing aloof, 
all sections of the community should 
rally round the sponsors of the Ap- 
peal and put its success beyond 
doubt. It is impossible at this stage 
to state the case in other than 
general terms. Details, however 
important in themselves, must 
necessarily be left to such time as 
it is possible to make a practical 
move. The chief objective at the 
moment is to obtain the funds 
necessary for the transfer of the 
school to a site where it can be 
of securing the proper: 
nities for a natural growth—| 
facilities obviously denied to it in 
Kiukiang Road. When thus provided | 
‘and equipped it can readily enjoy 
the advantages of communal in- 
terest and support to strengthen 
its capacity for service. 

‘The subscription list shows rec- 
ognition by important firms of their 
common responsibility for the 











proper responsibilities and that,

It is to be hoped that this process 
of clearing the air—to which cor- 
respondents have notably con- 
tributed by frankly and temperately 
stating thelr objections—will finally 
remove hesitations and in particular 
stimulate the bulk of British firms 
in Shanghai to full their manifest 
obligations in the School's regard.

Certain officials in a’ position to 
discuss the matter “have freely 
‘spoken of a small station known as 
Wolumgszu which is) situated 20 Ti 
east of Paokl. ‘There is a pass into| 
the mountains at this point and the 
river is not quite so wide. In my 
‘opinion, it would require scme such 
Gefinite’ reason for the authorities to 
‘choose such an isolated spot in pref- 
erence 1 the larger clly. Having 
the time and opportunity at my dis 
posal T determined to cycle across 
‘and see the spot myself. 

“Keep on Going” 

During May the weather in Con- 
tral Shensi becomes decidedly hot, 
fone did not need any reminder of 
this fact cycling along the dusty’ 
track toward midday. Tre road 
lings to the base of the northern 
plateau; to the south, the river fats, 
beyond ‘this the sandy bed of the Wel 
glistening “in the sunshine. Upon 
meeting two farmers and askirig the 
distance to Wolungszu they, replicd 
with an air of nonchalanee, “Below” 
oF, in other words, just keep on going 
‘until you reach itt 

‘Travelling along the course of the 
railway the erest of a small hill was 
reached. Below on the mud flats the 
farmers were’ working under” the 
irection of engineers from the. 
eapital—these men were dressed in. 
well eut foreign sults and weariny, 
sun-helmels. Irrigation channels and 
ditches were in the process of con- 
struction; the fields, evidently ine 
tended for the cultivation of rice, 
were already drinking in their share 
‘of the sparkling water, 

‘To the north the railway plunged. 
Into’ a Tong tunnel dug right under 
what appears to be a walled village 
perched high above. The workmen 
were busy with largo stones and 
coment preparing the facing at the 
entrance to the tunnel. 

Wolungseu is a small signal station 
in the culting; largé piles of brick 
cement, tiles and other building mat 
ter were piled high on either side 
of the siding thus giving some clue 
to the presence of a railway station. 
Tt is built close to the base of the| 
plateau, which is very low at this 
point, a motor read could casily be 
constructed from the station across 
the plateau to Fengsiang. 

Before the arrival of the railway 
this was only one of the many vile 
Inges situated in a sheltered position 
beneath the plateau, slightly off the 
‘main road; even aficr the event of 
the railway it might have continued 
its peaceful existence as such but for 
one fact. 


Unfavourable Report 

The railway survey party returned 
with a report, full ef problems and 
dimculties so that, for the present, 
the project to continue the Yallway 
from Paoki to Kans. vidi ‘Tienshul 
hhas been shelved in favour of the 
plan {0 construct direct to Szechuen. 
‘They will be able to tap the rich 
fesources of this Iatgo and fertile 
province which has its capital at 
Chengtu, at the same time providing 
fan outlet for the produce of the 
Hanchung plain with a cheaper and 
more reliable means ‘af supply to 
the places all along the line 

For almost ten years now the Han 
river route. to Hankow has been 
virtually closed owing to the opera 
Uons of bandits along the Shensi- 
Honan-Hupeh border.” (Recently a 
‘motor road was constructed and ser- 
viees are now available.) Numerous 
dangerous rapids have to be nogoll- 
‘ated when travelling up the river; 
‘everything landed at the end of the 
Journey safe and sound can be con- 
‘sidered clear proft despite travelling 
‘expenses and ‘the inevitable losses. 

Should the railway junction. be 
established at Wolungszu, then, un- 
doubtedly a great ‘future 12 before 
this sleepy ttle village which is 
Ikely to become a second Shihehia- 
huang.

Reported 
Fron Our Own Commsronoex? 


Canton, May 14. 

Misfortune persistently’ dogs the 
Canton-Hankow Railway, - another 
head-on smash-up on May 4 taking 
a heavy toll of life. A’ series of 
mishaps ‘right afler the opening of 
through service made the Administra- 
tion instal semaphores, but the 
human equation is still the greatest 
souree of worry. Cantonese are 
Individualists, and’ the railroad em- 
ployees will have to learn by bitter 
experience how to take orders, and 
how to pull together. 

Could train orders be transmitted 
direct to each station by telegraph, 
there would be better co-ordination.

decision of the Poiping Munielpality. 

Some time ayo the abbot of the 
temple submitted a petition 0 the 
Mayor, General Chin ‘Teh-ehun, sug- 
esting that some 8,000 cypress’ trees 
fon the grounds of the temple be cut, 
He offered to donate 40 per cent. of 
the (proceeds from the sale of these 
wees to charities maintained by the

of Police and Social Welfare to in 
vestigate the matter and, according 
ly, two offciale were sent to the Fah 
Hai Seu. ‘The investigators have re- 
turned to Peiping and recommended 
that the petition of the abbott be re-

‘The beauty of the temple, it is 
pointed out’ by the investigators, 
‘would be seriously impaired by the 
felling of these trees, “and 
there is absolutely no justification for 
the request of the abbot—Reuter.

‘Trouble flared among Peiping’s| 
student body to-day as $00 men and 
‘women sludents from the | North- 
eastern University marched into 
[Chienmen Station to stage a “sit- 
down” demonstration in five cars of 
‘the Shanghal-bound “Blue Express.” 

‘The demonstrators, organized in a 
“petitioning corps," demanded free 
transportation” to” Nanking where 
they intended approaching the Cen- 
tral’ authorities, 

‘Railway authorities refused to dis- 
patch the train, originally scheduled 
to leave at 8.55 o'clock this afler~ 
oon, unless the students pald thelr 
fares. 

‘The demonstrators retaliated by 
tying down on the tracks under the 
Wheels, By 9 o'clock, the train was 
[SUll in the station siding without 
Iocomotive. Several hundred stu- 
dents were milling about, some _of 
them giving impromptu addresses, 

‘Many prospective passengers who 
bad waited good naturedly for a 
solution of ‘the contretemps, In 
‘ears not occupied by the students, 
Tost thelr patience as the night wore 
fon. With little prospect of starting 
‘on their Journey’ to-night, scores of 
them began demanding the refund 
of thelr fares, 

‘The confusion ereated by the de- 
monstrators threatened to disrupt 
allway traMe, The Mukden express 
due to leave at 9 o'clock was likely 
to be delayed as were other trains. 


Two Slogans 

‘Two slogans were being brandished 
about by the students in control of| 
five third-class carriages. 

‘One demanded the Immediate re-

World Disarmament 

‘The Empire has been very much 
in our minds this year.

T sometimes wonder whether the 
average British boy or girl (or man 
‘or woman for that matter) really

only to tho large red paris, stieh as 
Canada, South Africa, India, “Ne 
Zealand and Australia, forgetting 
tirely those parts of the Empire which 
we find scattered all over the world 
and whieh the Colonial Office calls 
"Colonies, protectorates and ma 
dated” territories.”

possessions in Europe, Asia, Africa, 
‘America, the West Indies “and the 
Pacific Tstands. Tn Europe we have 
Malla and Gibraltar of which you all 
know and also Cyprus. 

‘In Asia we have, apart from India, 
which is one of the big bits of red, 
Hongkong, North Borneo, Straits 
Seltfemenis, many islands "and the 
mandates of ‘Palestine and. Trans~ 
Jordan. In Afrien We have such 
colonies as the Gold Coast, Nigeri 
Rhodesia, ‘Kenya, and many others. 
In America, our’ possessions include 
Brillsh Honduras ‘and. the Falkland 
Islands. ‘The West Indies include 
Jamatea, Trinidad and others of which 
‘you must know and the Pacifte Islands 
Include Fiji and the New Hebrides. 
Beside these, we have odd islands 
seatlered about the great oceans. 

‘Among these for example is the 
font, island of Tristan da Cunha in 
the ‘suuth Attantie Ocean which 
normally is visited by a ship only 
once a year. ‘The settlement on this 
Island was founded in 1817 by a Cor- 
poral Glass and his wife who elected 
fo remain behind when the garrison 
was withdrawn, ‘They were joined by 
{wo ex-navy men named Cotton and 
Mooney and ‘later by certain. ship~ 
wrecked sailors who imported wives 
from St, Helena and so the commun- 
ily was ‘well established, Another is 
Pitcairn Island in the Pacifle Ocean, 
half’ way between Australia and 
‘America. ‘This Island was sottled by 
muliners from H.M.S, Bounty. I am 
sure that many of you will have seen 
the film called the "Mutiny of the 
Bounty" some time ago and remem- 
ber how, under the leadership of

valued friendship that had long ex- 
Isted between the two nations. 

Mr, Nelson 'T. Johnson sald that 
during the Jast two or three months 
ovonts had proved very beneselal for 
the strengthening of friendly rela~ 
tions between the two countries.

inunication, Now, as a result of in 
vention and development of instru 
‘ments and agencies of communication, 
great distances.are no longer serious 
obstacles to the interchanging between 
hhations of goods, of ideas and even 
f spoken words.

Ahout three weeks ago 
we witnessed the opening of a direct 
tir service between the two great 
Republics on the shores of the Pacific, 
thereby making trans-oceanic inter= 
course a matter of hours instead of, 
asheretofore, weeks and even months, 
Modern selence has provided us with 
yet another improved means of com= 
munication, namely, the radio-tele- 
phone.

National Tung Chi University on the 
foceasion of the institution's thirtieth 
anniversary on May 20, 

Dr. Osear Trautmann, the German 
‘Ambassador, Mr. Behrend, the act- 
ing German Consul-General, Dr. 
Chu Chia-hwa, Chairman of the 
Chekiang Provincial Government, 
ind Mr. O. X. Yui, the Acting Mayor, 
were among hundreds of guests who 
took part in the celebrations held at 
the school at Woosung, ‘The pro- 
gramme, which begon at 9.30 am, 
Included the unveiling of a statue 
in honour of Dr. von Schab by Mr. 
Chow Chun-liang, former director 
of the University, music, and ex- 
hibitions by the medical ‘and n= 
gineering colleges. 

In acknowledgment of the scienti- 
fe work of Dr. Ong Tse-lung, and 
hhis merits as president of the n= 
stitution, the ‘honorary degree of 
doctor was conferred on him by the 
University of Rostock, Germany, 
Hundreds of congratulatory messages 
and gifts were’ also sent to the 
University by well-wishers in China 
and abroad. 











The ceremony began with the

‘tunate, as cholera had passed her by 
since 1992, Although they could con- 
gratulate themselves that the preven- 
tive measures employed contributed 
greatly to this happy state of affairs,

Dr, Liu then called upon the re- 
presentatives present to present re- 
ports of thelr work for the past year, 
Dr. T. A. Li, on behalf of the City

Dr, E. B. Duck for the Shanghal 
tunicipal Counell remarked that his 
Eepartment proceeded on similar 
ines to previous years, Wells in the 
Settlement were ‘disinfected once a

Church Root Falls tn, 
‘The next chaplain was the Rev. 
John Hobson, who held the post for 
twelve years, ‘Tho ehureh seems to 
hhave been of rather flimsy construc 
tion, and on June 24, 1850, a calamity 
cccurred. The root fell in during a 
heavy storm, at a time when, for- 
tunately, there was no one in the 
building’ The repairs cost_half of 
the cost of the building. The old 
church. was destroyed in 1962, and 
ts place was taken by a temporary 
bullding which served until the 
‘opening of the Cathedral in 1809, 

‘The Arst baptism in Trinity Church 
took place on October 14, 1849, when 
Me. Hobson. baptised his own son, 
and the first marriage on April, 14, 
1852, performed by the Bishop” of 
Victoria. 

Mr, Hobson died suddenly in 1862, 
and three years later he was succeed 
ed by the Rev. C. H. Butcher, who 
Served for fiiteen years without fur- 
Tough. ‘Mr, Butcher was the prime 
‘mover in the building of the present 
‘building, which was raised to Cathe- 
ral status during his incumbency. 
He saw the beginnings of a Choir 
School, and of the irst Seamen’ 
Chureh. 

‘A tehporary bullding was erected 
{in 1862, and plans entered for a new 
and permanent bullding. The comer 
stone of the present Cathedral wi 
laid with full” Masonic honours on 
‘May 24, 1863, and the building was 
‘opened ‘on August 1, 1869. The cost 
of the bullding was ‘Ts. 70,000. In 
1o72 the first salaried organist, Mr. 
C. N. Fentum, was engaged at an an- 
‘nual remuneration of $300, 

Cathedral Status 

‘The raising of the building to 
Cathedral status was first brought up 
at the péw-holders’ meeting held in 
1815. A Mr. Tate referred to the 
appointment of a Bishop ot North 
China with seat in Shanghai, and 
suggested that ‘Trinity Church be 
offered him as Cathedral. Sir Ed- 
‘mund Hornby seconded the motion, 
which was approved. On Trinity 
Sunday, May 21, 1875, the formal 
ceremony took place in the Cathe- 
dral, Mr, Bulcher was appointed 
Dean, being succeeded by the Rev. 
H.C. Hodges, in 1888, the Rev. A. J. 
Walker, in 1903, Dean Symons, in 
1919, and Dean ‘A.C. S. Trivett in

‘Thermometer Climbs to 94.8 
Degrees in Shanghai 


Shanghai resolved its first tast 
of summer on May 18 when a 
‘maximum temperature of 94.8 was 
Fecorded by Siccawel Observatory

poo Road, on the morning of May 


19 trapped terrified employees in 


the two upper stories of the building, and resulted in no less than

‘A rescue van, police van, several ambulances, and 


fire engines, sped to the factory with their bells and sirens clearing 
a speedy path through the rush hour traffic, and spent well over 
an hour filling ambulance after umbulance with those overcome 


‘by the dangerous fumes. 


A telephone call was received at the 


Central Fire Station at 11.42 stating that there was a very bad 
leakage of ammonia at the China Egg Producing Company, 229 


‘Whangpoo Road. 

Tn response, a rescue van was sent 
‘out from Central Station. ‘Three 
minutes afterwards, an urgent call 
for an ambulance was received: from 
the factory, and two vehicles were 
sent out from Hongkew Station. ‘The 
‘officer in charge of the rescue squad, 
‘on arrival at the factory, found the 
Main entrance in Whangpoo oad 
{ull of ammonia fumes, and, suspect- 
ing that fire might result, sent back 
a call for a fire engine. Around 
fhe ‘main’ entrance were standing, @ 
crowd of people suffering from the 
Severe “effects of ammonia fumies, 
‘and other injuries, ‘The officer in 
charge of the rescue van thereupon 
Summoned four more ambulances, 
and Central, Sinza, Yangtszepoo and

‘The accident was caused through 
the safely. valve and ammonia 
receiver of the refrigerator pla 
plowing off, releasing ammonia” fas 
in considerable quantities, and under 
considerable pressure. On the two 
floors above were working employees 
fengoged in putting together tins to 
‘be used as ogg containers, and. in 
testing the egies. ‘The furnes drift 
ed up the main staircase, and the 
‘alarm was. raised. 

Panie-siricken employees imme 
‘aiately rushed In a body to the head 
fof the stalrease, but found their way 
Blocked by a large quantity of the 
dangerous. gas, capable, of blinding 
‘or suffocating them. Some of them 
managed to make thelr way out, but 
the majority. were compelled 0 
ascend to the first storey once again. 

Tt is evident from the nature of 
‘the injuries, which Included 14 cases 
of fractures, ‘bruises and abrasions, 
that the crowding on the main stairs 
caused several of the employees to 
be Jostled severely, and possibly 
trampled upon. 

‘The majority of the employees, 
finding their way barred, appeared 
at the first floor windows and 
Sereamed for help. | Escape ladders 
were set up, and those trapped In 
the building ‘were rescued, many, of 
them choking from the effects of the 
ammonia fumes. The crew of the 
rescue Van, donning gas and oxygen 
masks, went through the blanket of 
fumes inside the main entrance, and 
‘Fescued numbers of those Inside, who 
were placed in. waiting ambulances 
and rushed to the Lester Chinese 
Hospital. 

Gas Masks Used 

‘A. Sumping net was set up to the 
east of the factory, and aided in the 
fescue work. Members of the Fire 
Brigade, in gas masks, assisted 
engineers on the staff of the factory 
Jn plugging up the leak, and isolating 
the ammonia receiver by means of 
spraying jets of water around the 
safety valve, hemming the fumes in 
to a small area. 

Several fire engines, the rescue van 
and a couple of ambulances were 
standing by at the factory until after 
fone. o'clock.

Only Ten Perfect Sets Among 
267 Examined 


Under the cuspices of the Bureau 
of Public Health and Social Welfare 
ef the City of Greater Shanghai

SHANGHAL’S LEISURE TIME PROBLEM 


Women’s Organizations Gather : Joint Committee's 
Work Outlined: No Room for Serious Study 


A. thorough study of leisure time 
problems of youth in Shanghai will 
occupy the ‘attention of Shanghai 
‘women of all nationalities during the 
coming year. Just a hint of what 
‘may be started in Shanghai was given 
at the opening session of the ninth 
annual. Club “Institute of the Joint 
Commitee of Shanghai Women's Or- 
ganizations, held on May 19 at the 
‘American Women’s Club, 

‘Mrs, J. S. Whitney, the chairman of 
the Joint ‘Committee, sounded the 
Keynote of this year's institute in her 
‘opening speech when she sald:— 

‘This year once again we deal with 
a subject on which we hope to work 
in the coming Joint Committee year. 
‘This is "Young People and ‘Their 
Lelsure ‘Time Activities.” 

"That the committee was conscious 
of the fact that the ramifications of 
the subjeet were too great to be com- 
pletely covered was emphasized by 
Mrs, Whitney, who pointed out that 
what the committee endeavoured to 
do was to give a statistical picture of 
Shanghai's age group as a background 
to the talks; then to show what is 
elng accomplished for youth In other 
parts of the world, and finally return 
fo a discussion of leisure time prob- 
Jems and opportunities right here. 
She went on to say:— 


Suggestions Wanted 

“We hope to gather from the dis- 
cussions constructive suggestions as, 
fo how the Joint Committee can help 
the youth of all classes in this city to 
employ its leisure time to its own 
greatest beneMt; and after youth is 
served how all’ the rest of us who 
‘are young enough to enjoy Ie may 
also glean some ideas of value.” 

During her speech Mrs, Whitney 
reviewed tho history of the Joint 
Committee. “The Joint Committee of 
Shanghai Women's Clubs which met 
at irregular intervals, was the parent 
‘of thig Jolnt committee and dates from 
Nov. 2, 1921, ‘The recommendation 
‘that there should be a Joint Com- 
mittee” with perpetual existence” 
dates from May 1920 and in June, 
1926, the constitution and bye-laws 
were approved. 

“'Sinee 1928, ‘with one exception, 
these annual ‘conferences have 
held and this fs the ninth internation 
al conference of women's clubs to be 
held under the auspices of the Joint 
Committee, 

“Tho subjects selected for these 
‘annual conferences have either been 
‘connected with the direct work of the 
Joint Committee or have been sub- 
jects of vital importance to women. 
In the last threo Club Institutes in- 
formation has been sought on such 
subjects as ‘Housing’ "Transportation’ 
‘and ‘Vocational Guidance.’ Out 
this latter subject has 
Vocational Guidance sub-committee 
with its successful Children's Nurses 
‘Training Course. 


‘A Compiiment 
In the very beginning of her speech 
Mrs, Whitney quoted from Mr. Wil- 
Ham Crane Johnstone's recent book, 
“The Shanghal Problem", in which 
he diseusses various clubs and asso- 
clations of Shanghai mentioning that 
he paid the Joint Committee an en- 
‘couraging compliment in saying:— 

“Asa rule these private groups re- 

present special interests, but there are 
exceptions, the most important of 
which isthe Joint Committee of 
Shanghai Women's Organizations, ‘This 
organization is made up of varlous 
ational associations such as the

‘S—It was suggested that source 
materia! be made available in the 
form of leaflets distributed by the 
Joint Committee and followed by 
newspaper publicity. to keep it alive. 

‘4—It was suggested that different 
nationality groups be brought into 
contact by the Joint Committee. 


‘The Woman's Part 

In concluding, Miss Hinder ex- 
pressed her belief in the Joint Com- 
mittee of Shanghai Women’s Organi 
zations and sald that she expected 
conspicuous progress in the coming 
year. She pointed to the Joint Com- 
mittee's Club Institute of several 
‘yoars ago when housing was the sub- 
ject. Much good she said resulted 
from this conference. 

Even though the Institute itself 
might accomplish little by the dis- 
cussions she reaMrmed her faith in 
discussions of this ind. 

“Sometimes,” she sald, “we touch a 
subject and Ieave it too soon. How- 
ever, it is a good thing to touch it, 
for it often hélps other people to 
‘accomplish our very projec 

‘Miss Hinder asked several leading 
‘questions which were answered in the 
open forum which followed. Some 
of the general opinions expressed by 
the various delegates follow: — 

“There are leisure time opport- 

nities available for those adult 
minded enough to know what they 
want. Others have no general idea 
where to find these’ same’ eppert- 
nities.” 
“The public library, adequate as 
to books and periodicals, is inadequate 
fs to housing. ‘There 1s no room for 
those who desire serious study, and 
silence.” 

Following this opinion it was sug- 
gested that the Joint Committee make 
suggestions to the S.M.C, for a 
“silence reading room, 

“The University of Shanghai down- 
town college is ready to start any 
course at a small fee for which there 
Ig sullctent demand,” another 
delegate told the conferenc 

“There are plenty of facilities for 
those who have enough money. but 
Not for those who are under- 
privileged.” 

"Make the Jaint Committee a 
clearing house for leisure time op- 
portunities now availabl 

‘A Local Question 

Once again the question of Shang- 
hal-born young people and their 

jucational and cultural future popped 
up. One member suggested that 
spectal effort should be made for 
these inadequately trained young men 
‘and women who have not been trained 
in cultural things and have no future 
broad development to which they ean 
look forward.

dent, at the annual meeting of the 
Shanghai Society for the Prevention 
cf Cruelty to Animals, .which was 
held on ‘May 20 in Room 51, 17 The| 
‘Bund, at 6.30 pm. A resolution was 
subsequently passed raising the sub- 
seriptions slightly. ‘| 

‘The working of the society during] 
the past year kad been extremely 
heavy, sald Sir Allan, with the bulk. 
‘of the work and responsibility fall- 
ing on the shoulders of a few mem- 
bers Members’ thanks were due not 
only to the officers and members of 
the soeiety who had done-the work, 
but also to the velerinary surgeons 
for thelr humane destruction of 
animals at nominal rates; to Mr, O. 
XK. Yul, acting Mayor of Shanghal, 
‘and his Health Commissioner and 
Veterinary Surgeon; and to the press. 

‘The accounte called for no speciat 
comment, beyond the society's need 
for an increase in income, Their 
thanks were due to the stewards and 
members of the Shanghai Race Club 
for their finanelal support and a rent- 
free office in the Public stand. Sir 
Allan proposed the adoption of the 
roport ‘and accounts, and upon this 
being seconded by Bir. R. N. Swann, 
it was carried, 

‘A’ resolution for an alteration in 
the rules of the society concerning the 
subseriptions was then put forward 
by Mr, P. H. Barton to the effect 
that the anhual subseription for or- 
dinary members be $5, that of life 
members §20, and that of Junior 
‘Members $1,\ these subscriptions to 
include all publications put out by 
‘the society, “Mr. Barton said that it 
was just as easy for people to pay 
$52 year instead of $3 and the in- 
creased revenve would assist the 
society very much. The resolution 
‘was seconded by Mr. R. N, Swann. 


‘Subscriptions Raised 

‘A lengthy discussion then ensued, 
one member suggesting that subserip- 
tions be made due, not at the begin- 
ring of each calendar year as at 
present, but at the expiration of each 
twelve months from the date of 
joining. “Sir Allan Mossop pointed 
cut that under the present wording 
Gf the resolution, life members would 
ve required to pay $20 a year!

In his congregations at Home there 
‘were a’number of blind people, and 
after “watching ‘them’ carefully. it 
seemed to him that, thanks to thelr 
ability to read, they seemed to be 
farhappier in many ways than those 
whose sight ‘was normal. In Chine, 
here were over a million ‘blind. 


‘The country was now awakened, 
which meant that in the very neat 
future there would bea greater de- 
mand than ever before {or Braills 
Uterature, for the million blind of 
China would want something to read 
in. an awalcened county. He ended 
his short address with ‘an appeal to 
all to contribute to meet the demand 
for the relief of the blind in this 
‘country. 


An interesting demonstration was 
then given of Braille reading by 
students of the Institution for the 
Chinese Blind, “A book was taken at 
random from’ those on display and 
‘opened haphazardly, the student 
being then required to read. the 
passage, which he did very skilfully 
fand with seeming ease.

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BUILDING ALMOST 
COLLAPSES 


Supporting Pillars Eaten 
Away by White Ants 


‘When the office staff of Gordon & 
"Co, arrived ready for work on the 
morning of May 17, they found the 
Duilding in imminent danger of col- 
apsing about their ears. Around the 
‘wooden pillars supporting the upper 
Moor of the two-storcy building. the 
‘wooden panelling was broken and 
‘twisted and bulging completely out- 
wards lke eioss sections of an in- 
fated. balloon, 

‘White ants had been at work, 
gnawing their way through the stout 
Uimbers. in, thelr usual destructive 
manner. ‘They must have been at 
the secret work for quite some time, 
+50 badly have the timbers been eaten 
‘Sway, but over the week-end, when 
‘the office was closed, the pressure on 
‘the weakened. timber became » too 
great, and the pillars literally snapped 
in tro, the two portions” slipping 
aldeways. 

‘A call was put in to the Shangtiai 
Fire Brigade by Mr. F. B, Gange, 
‘director and general manager, and 
the Brigade spent about two ‘hours 
hurriedly installing temporary. sup- 
ports for the building while the office 
staff commenced preparations for an 
‘evacuation of the building. In the 
afternoon, however, the staf were 
back at work, the Fire Brigade sup- 
ports being ' deemed | sumicient to 
Tender the premises safe for the time 


‘deing. 
Very Old Building 

‘The building concerned is probably 
fone of the oldest in Shanghai, being 
‘welt over tty years old. Tt is a 
“twosstorey structure, extending from 
the corner of Szechuen and Jinkee 
Road to Ningpo and Szechuen Roads, 
although only about q third of it 1s 
occupied by Gordon & Co, It forms 
part of the Hardoon properties in the 
Central District. “Gordon & Co, have 
‘eceupied their part of it for’ some 
‘thirty years or more, 

‘Of the old 'Settioment style of 
architecture, its exterior appointments 
‘are simple, while the roofing consists 
fold Chinese tiles Inid ona cor 
‘rugated iron roof, 

Had Gordon &' Co, not openea 
that day, It is not improbable to 
assume that the building might have 
collapsed completely, The out 
eastern wall bulges outwards per- 
‘ceptibly, while inside huge cracks run 
‘across the ceiling and the — walls, 
evidence of the strain, ‘The frst floor 
4s oceupied by the firm ‘of Mamiye 
‘and Hidary of New York, linen ‘and 
Jace merchants, and here again the 
‘activities of the ants can be seen in 
the way the floor seems to rise and 
fall under the feet of those who walk. 
‘across it, somewhat in a similar man 
‘ner to a sprung dance floor. 


Godown Unseathed 


Behind the building is a large 
iyodown, Alled with pipes and sanitar 
‘equipment ‘belonging to Gordon & 
‘Co, but tho godown appears to be 
free from the activities of the ants 
a certain amount of re-construetion 
‘work was done to it a few years ago, 

‘Whether the building will be con- 
demned or not cannot, of course, be 
determined “until the | P.W.D. "has 
‘completed. its investigation, Should 
the old building not be con 
domned and ordered to be pulled 
‘down, very substantial repairs will be 
necessary, involving the erection of 
‘what will amount to almost anew 
‘building within the old shell,

POLICEMAN KILLED IN 


CHAPEL 
‘An assault on a constable of the 
Chapel Police Bureau by eight 


‘workers, which caused the constable 
to die of his wounds, was disclosed 
fat the Publie Mortuary on May 20. 

‘Deceased was. Liew Van-yue, aged 
48, constable No. 8372 attached to 
‘the Chapel Police, He was ad~ 
mitted by the Paulun Hospital, 
Burkill Road, on the morning of May 
48, and died ‘at 145 a.m. on May 20. 
Deceased had been assaulted by ight 
workers while he was on duty at the

‘Two years of planning and con 
struction, and an outlay of $5,000,000, 
were necessary to make possible the 
new Jukong Wharf, situated below 
the Point Istand Canal, which was 
visited on May 18 by’ a party of| 
‘Americans and Chinese in connection, 
with Chinese-American Trade Week. 
‘The wharf at present shows no signs 
of activity, but with its informal 
‘opening in the middle of next month 
it will receive the larger ships 
visiting Shanghal which are unable 
to proceed any further up river. 
‘The formal opening will be postponed 
untit the return of Dr. H. H. Kung 
from his mission to Engiand. As 
time goes on, it is expected that a 
large volume’ of shipping will ma 
use of the wharf. 

‘Those who visited the whart were 
shown the customs’ examination of- 
fice, the passengers’ waiting rooms, 
‘and the offices of the wharf. “A travel

Room for Expansion 

‘The permanent warehouses are 
two storles in helt, and each occupy 
fan area of about 220 feet by 130 fect.

‘carried out from the present structure, 
‘At the rear of the godown, for de- 
livery and eventual receiving service, 
‘one cargo lift and one chute will be 
placed, and in front, acting as a 
Forerve, one lift per’ two godowns. 
With the eranes taking eare of all 
the incoming cargo from the front 
a complete one-way traffic may be 
Maintained anywhere in the godown. 

iin addition to the warehouses, two 
steel sheds have been erected, cover 
ing an area of about 220 fect by 80 
feet each. A special feature of the 
building housing the accommodation 
for passengers ‘and their friends is 
the spacious lobby or hall, which is 
Immediately inside the main entrance. 
Here are placed telephone boxes, and 
shops selling a variety of articles. 
‘An additional feature is a balcony 
‘on a mezzanine floor accessible from 
the lobby, from which anyone wait 
Ing for friends may have a good 
view of the arrival and docking of 
the steamer. " ‘Tea and light refresh- 
‘ments are obtainable at a restaurant 
at the southern end of this balcony. 

‘Deailed plans for the laying of four 
railway tracks, three behind the 
gedown and one on the wharf deck 
in front, are now being drawn up, 
‘and construction is expected to com- 
mence in the near future. ‘The 
tracks will combine into one siding 
near the end of Wu Chuen Road, 
which will pass through the Woosung 
Industrial district, connecting with 
existing railway lines. On a tract 
of land close to the wharf are 
Toeated residences for the manager, 
warehousemen and Customs. inspec- 
tors, two terraces containing Chinese 
dwellings, and a large dormitory for 
the staff of the wharf. Some 
distance from the residence cot 
pound are the coolie quarters, com- 
elsing 60 houses. 

‘The wharf is situated at the precise 
spot recommended as a site by an 
international committee, and is within 
‘easy reach of the Civie Centre, The

France, in 1883, has 2 brilliant career 
to his credit, ‘having been awarded 
some of the ‘highest honours of his 
own country and other. nations for 
his courageous services during the 
World War. 

‘After entering the French Naval 
‘Academy. at the age of sixteen, he 
rose ‘rapidly through the various 
ranks, becoming a lieutenant in 1911, 
In whieh rank he served his country 
during the Great War. He was made 
captain of a landing party which 
fought. with the British and from 
1016 ‘until the “Armistice, he com- 
manded the submarine-chaser Rail- 
Teuse. 

In 1010, he served in the Jules- 

chelet, which will be well remem~ 
ered in later years as the French 
flagship in Chine. During 1914 and 
1015, as captain of the 16th company 
ct the second marine regiment, he 
received two citations for his bravery. 

Citations for Valour 

‘The citation of June 15, 1915, at 
the order of the Army, Chevalier of 
the Legion of Honour ‘and Croix de 
Guerre with palm mentioned he was 
fan officer of indefatigable energy and 
devotion and that during the seven 
months he had been in the brigade, 
hhe had shown fine qualities of initia~ 
tive In carrying out duties without 
urders, on May 9, at a point where 
the line, as a result of developments, 
resented a very dangerous situation. 

Decomber 2, 1915, the citation from 
the marine brigade mentioned he was 
excellent company captain full of 
‘energy and proved courage. He had 
taken part in all the battles of the 
brigade and obtained with his com- 
pany. the greatest honour. He had 
Conducted himself brilliantly during 
the attack of May 9. 

‘After the War, he returned to the 

‘Academy "for higher training, 
and later served in training ships. 
After a series of promotions, he be- 
came Chief adjutant of the ‘Military 
Cabinet of the Marine Ministry for 
three years and then was in command 
of the erulser Colbert from 1929 until 
3931. He became Commandeur de 1a 
Légion d'Honneur in 1993, having 
been made Chevalier de la Légion 
@'Henneur in 1915 and Omcier de la 
‘Légion d'Honneur in 1021,

JAPANESE SALESMAN 
IN SZECHUEN 


Province on Semi-Martial 
Law Basis 


‘A modern “Odyssey” of a Japanese 
patent medicine salesman in Szechuen, 
“where two of his co-nationals were 
murdered by a Chinese mob nine 
months ago—was featured on May 19 
by the “Shanghai Msinich 

"The “Odysseus” was Me. Seiichi 
Nakajima, Shanghai representative of 
the Takeda Medicine Manufacturing 
Company, who returned here from 
Chengtu by plane on Tuesday. He. 
was the first’ man to visit Chengtu 
since the assassination of two Japan- 
ese newspapermen in thot city on 
August 24 last. 

‘Szechuen, Mr, Nakajima declared, 
fs on a “semi-martial-law basis," with 
the gendarmes and police maintal 
ing ‘an eagle-eyed vigil over all 
travellers. 

‘The same situation, he sald, prevails 
along the vntire Yangtze valley. In 
Chinklang, ‘Mr. Nakajima recalled, 
he had to show his safe-conduet to the 
police on an average ax times a day 
while in Nanking, three detectives 
Kept watch over him at the hotel. 

‘Undaunted by the reports of a 
strong. anti-Japanese feeling in 
Szechuen, Mr. Nakajima decided to 
visit Chengtu. 

Chungking, he sald, is fooded with 
famine refugees, and evers day 70 
to 80 people die of hunger. Between 
Chungking and Chengtu, he added, 
‘there are 35,000,000 people aitected by 
last year's drought and the subsequent 
failure of crops. 

‘School children, he sald, are going 
from house to house in every town, 
‘collecting contributions for famine 
relief. 























Taxes Resented 

‘The people of Szechuen, he went 
on, are all agog over the high taxes! 
exacted ‘by the Provincial Govern- 
ment, and there were persistent 
Fumours of an impending elash be.

GRUESOME FIND IN 
WHANGPOO 


Part of Girl's Body Added to 
Earlier Discovery 


A blue bundle floating on the 
Whangpoo River on May 18 was 
opened by the Shanghai River 
Pollee and found to. contain the 
section of a young gitl's body from 
the waist to the knees. ‘The dis- 
covery was particularly signifteant in 
view of similarly gruesome discover- 
Jes made on May 14 when the head 
of a girl of the same age was found 
beside a pond in Chapel wrapped in 
the same sort of blue cloth. On 
searching the vicinity, the "police 
found a pair of arms in the pond. 
Other parts of the body were found 
on May 20, 

"these discoveries are believed 
to belong to the same case and a big 
chopper is thought the most likely 
murder weapon. ‘The girl's age is 
estimated. at fifteen or sixteen and 
she wore bobbed hair. The head and 
farms were found in Tse Klang Miao 
Road “in Chapel. ‘The mid-section 
was thought to have been floating in 
the water for several days, and was 
found near the Fokien Road Bridge. 

Six cuts were apparently made by 
the chopper; cutting off the head. 
severing the arms and the legs and 
chopping through the waist. Still 
tundiscovered are the legs and the 
section from waist to neck

Rt. Rev. Alex Wood 


‘The death is reported with regret 
of a distinguished visitor to Shang- 
hai in the Right Reverend Alex 
‘Wood, Lord Bishop of Nagpur, Cen- 
tral Provinees, India. Bishop Wood 
‘and his wife arrived in Shanghal on 
March 8, to stay with Dr. EL. 
Marsh, his brother-in-law. A. break- 
own in health in the autumn of 1036] 
obliged him to leave his diocese and 
proceed first to Caleutia for treat- 
ment, and later to China on sick- 
Teave. ‘The incurable: nature of hls 
Hlness occasioned his death on May 20 
In his 66th year. 

Bishop Alex Wood graduated at! 
King’s College, Aberdeen M.A. 1893. 
He received the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Divinity of his University

in 1923. For special services to the 
Government of India on famine work 
the Kalsur-i-Hind Medal was be- 
stowed on him in 1901, He served as 
Chaplain’ to. the Forces (Indi 

Troops) in Franco and Palestine

{in dispatches and received the OBE, 
for his war services. He held the 
office of chaplain to the Bishop of 
Nagpur 1908-19. In 1919 he was 
consecrated Bishop of Chota Nagpur 

















in St. Paul's Cathedral, Ranchi, 
December 1919, by the Bishop of 
Calcutta, Metropolitan of India, 


Burma ‘and Ceylon assisted by the 
Bishops of Nagpur, Lucknow” and 
Dornakal. In 1926 he was trans- 
ferred to Nagpur. 

Bishop Wood had a significant 
and altractive personality. ‘There 
‘was a quality in his hand-clasp, and 
in the expression of his dark hazel 
‘eyes, “which at once assured a per- 
sonal attachment. As a devoted 


‘of the Church in India he gave of 
hhis best in the generous and com- 
manding way which was his charac~ 
teristic. He was a man of earnest 
ction and a courageous thinker. 
*Pirst things first” was his watch- 
word. He believed in the value of 
tradition, and he specially valued 
his Scottish heritage of simple faith 
that daily contemplation of the Bible 
brought inward realisation of Chris- 
tian “spiritual experience and power. 
‘Added. to this he hada wide sym- 
pathy for the manifold varieties of 
truth and goodness met with in 
actual life. He read and 
kept a shrewd eye upon the move- 
ments of the day. He was an ac- 
complished linguist. Knowing as 
did the. fundamental needs and 
desires of India his death comes as 
‘2 particular loss at a time when the 
country is face to face with reforms 
which require sympathetic un¢ 
standing and co-operation. 

‘The funeral took place on May 
21. A service was held in Wily 
Trinity Cathedral at 3 pm, the! 
officiating clergymen being  Bishro 
3. °C, Curtis and Dean’ Trivett 
The chief mourners were the widow 
Mrs, Wood, Dr, E. L. Marsh, and Miss 
Marsh, niece. “The praise was led by 
the choir with Mr. B.C, Young pre- 
siding at the organ. “The casket 
which rested between the choir stalls 
was draped with the Union Jack, 
while the deceased's cope and mitre 
lay on top along with a beautiful 
oral eross from Mrs. Wood.

EMBARGO ON WHEAT 
WANTED BY MILLS 


Petition Sent to Nanking 
Government 


A petition asking for an embargo 
on wheat has been presented to the 
Executive Yuan, the Ministry of 
Finance and the Ministry of Industry, 
by the Chinese Chamber of Com: 
merce. The document was sent to 
Nanking at the request of Chinese 
flour mills which complain of the 
high price of wheat and lack of the 
raw material, 

‘The production of wheat 1 
was more than 
previous, but the price was still high 
‘and the supply obtained by flour 
mills was ess, according to the com= 
plaint. The reason was due to the 
Purchase of large quantities of wheat 
fn China by Japanese flour mills. In 
view of this situation, the Govern- 
ment was petitioned to place a ban on 
the exportation of wheat, but the 
Fequest was not acceded to. 

‘The wheat crops in China are still 
InguMicient to meat the demand, ac- 
cording to the Chinese flour mills, 
‘Should no embargo be placed by the 
Government, the mills’ would have 
fo rely on’ foreign whest entirely. 
‘The famine in several provinces, and 
the inclement weather in wheat’ pro- 
ducing areas would further reduce 
‘the quantity, of crops. 

‘in conclusion, the four mills urged 
the Government to encourage the 
planting of wheat and improve 1 
erops as it had done to catton.

AM inclined to think that the extremely unsatisfactory posi-

‘This elty, through 
Which more than half of China's tor- 
feign trade passes, is still. suffering 
trom acute “depression because its 
jwhole eredit structure has been built 
jupon land and property values, and 
hundreds of millions of dollars in- 
vested in this way remain frozen, 
yielding little or no“interest, 

‘The position is an artificial one, 
arising initially from the ruling of the 
Judiclat Yuan that there should be no 
foreclosures until the final Judgment 
Jof the highest Court in the land had 
been obtained. It fs useless to ex- 
lain ogain the interminable delays 
Which this ruling has entailed. Di 
hhonest borrowers have found in it a 
‘means of escaping from their obliga- 
‘ions, and, working on parallel lines, 
tenants have also. discovered many 
Hoop-holes in the law through which 
{they might escape paying thelr rents. 
Judges, on thelr part, appear to have 
taken tenants under their wing, with 
the Ill-concolved idea that it is their 
duty to protect the weak from the 
strong, and many landlords, suing for 
rent long overdue, have been met with| 
Aecisions ordering a reduction of rent, 
instead of payment of the amounts| 
outstanding, although it has been 
jshown that the original rents charged 
were not excessive, and that there 
were many empty properties available 
to which tenants might go if they 
were dissatisfied. 

Chaotle Conditions Created 

Experiences accumulated in this 
way during recent years suggest that 
contracts have no force, and.the direct 
result has been the creation of chaotic 
conditions from which the small in- 
vestor, and the struggling landlord 
dependent for a living upon the rent 
of one oF two small houses, have been 
the worst sufferers, although, natural- 
ly, all land companies have’ been in- 
volved in heavy and serious loss.

that the country faced an adverse trade balance of $29,353,509 last 
month as compared with an unfavourable balance of $36,169,860 
for March. The unfavourable balance for the period from 
January 1 to April 30 was $60,656,088 in comparison with 
$70,100,623 for the same period in 1936. 

Gross imports amounted to $109,134,511 last month as com- 
pared with gross exports amounting to $79,781,002, the latter 
showing a drop of $7,175,135 when compared with the month 
of March.

A young girl worker of 13 years of 
‘age had her right arm fractured and 
Fecelved injuries of the face when 
she was caught between the double 
tin rollers in a ring spinning frame. 
‘Accepted practice demands the stop- 
page of the frame for the banding 
of spindles, which should only be 
done by a skilled mechanic: but in 
the case of old machinery, It frequent 
ly happens that the iaich locking 
the spindle in place is worn, and the 
whole spindle ‘comes away’ when a 
bobbin is removed, and the spindle 
‘must be again banded. Workers 
hesitate to call the responsible, 
person and attempt to make the ad- 
Justment, with serious results.

Its Wagner Act , Decision 


Weakens Pres. Roosevelt's 


Arguments: Three Justices May Retire Soon

States, Mr. Charles Evang Hughes, 
spent the eve of his 75th birthday at~ 
{ending a function the like of whieh 
oxists nowhere outside the United 
States,-a Gridiron Club dinner, The 
‘club consists of Ieading Washington 
newspaper correspondents and its 
name 1s derived from the fact that 
ib exists for the purpose of “roasting” 
publie offcials in satirical skits. 

‘On the evening in question there 
‘were present in addition to Mr. Roose- 
velt (he President of the United

fin their activities how ean it be 
‘maintained that their “industrial 
Tabour relations constitute a forbid- 
den field into which Congress may 
not enter when It is necessary. to 
protect interstate commerce from the 
Faralyzing consequences of indus 

war.” 

But when the Federal Government 
atlompls asin the NLA. act (0 
regulate such minutes as the killing

been fred for joining a Union. 


























No Imposed Setttement 
Another thing which Congress could 
not do was to impose a settlement 
upon workers and employers, in 
‘other words compel resort to com- 
pulsory arbitration.

Legallly of Sl-Down Strikes 

A strong movement has already 
started In Congress to remedy this 
lone-sided aspect of the Labour Act 
‘nd to prohibit certain practices em- 
ployed by organized labour in eatry- 
Ing on fis controversies. with the 
management. The most important 
provision would be a definite declara- 
ton that the sit-down strike is illegal. 
‘Local courts have under the eom- 
mon law already ruled against, the 
sit-down strike but” decisions have 
not been enforced. John L. Lewis 
has refused to abandon the practice 
and the President hos refused to 
Tend his moral support to those who 
condemn them. 

‘The President is in a difcult posi- 
tion, He was supported in the election 
by the Lewis organization (the C.L.0.) 
‘and received financial help trom the 
‘funds of unions belonging to it. The 
employers, whom Lewis is fighting, 
were speaking generally opposed 40 
the President He now insists that 
the President should help his friends 
jand not do anything to encourage his 
political enemies. ‘Mr. Lewis’ plea has 
BIL the more foree owing to the fact 
That ‘the Lewis organization and lis 
child Labours’ Non-Partizan League 
‘are the most active of all groups In 
favour of the President's plan for 
packing the Court. They are helping 
to bring popular pressure on those 
members of Congress who are still 
tundecided which way to vote, If 
Lewis were antagonized then’ the 
chances of the Court scheme passing 
would be reduced. 


President Weakened 

‘The recent decisions on the Wagner 
‘Act “have weakened the President's 
‘Srgument considerably. “If he wishes 
nore power than he now has, then 
several doubtful Congressmen would 
desert him. Southern Deshocrats 
specially would grow distinelly cold 
to any great increase in Federal 
authority over the States, The 
President, therefore, must now com- 
‘bat the intellectual’ doubts of Con 
gressmen and’ Ue weakening of his 
Ingleal position by increasing the two 
potent weapons of patronage. tnd 
pressure. 

Jt Congressmen can be frighened 
into believing most of their constitu» 
jonts want the President's. proposals 
to pass they will vote for thom un= 
lees thelr convictions are extremely 
strong. And (with the same excep- 
thon) they will vole for them if they 
see chances of strengthening their 
political position ‘ty passing out 
patronage plums to Influential people 
In their districts, 

‘The President may find that he has 
hhad ‘to make so many promises 10 
‘get his plan adopted that its purpose 
(io create a more effective judiciary 
as well as one which ‘believes in 
“liberal interpretation” of the Con 
stitution) will be defeated, 

Another pousibility is that three of 
the older Justices will retire at the 
end of the present term, If that 
Jhappencd the President ‘would be 
forced to abandon his plan however 
much he has grown to believe that 
hiis personal prestige was involved, 
He would be able to name threo of 
tis own Justices and his complaint 
that he had by an accident been de- 
prlved. of a right enjoyed by every 
other President would no longer be 
valid. ‘The Justices who speak of 
retiring are Brandeis, McReynolds 
and ‘Van Devariter. The last two 
are “strict constructionists" whom the 
President could replace with those 
‘who believe in liberal interpretation.

At Lord's on May 22 began a 
‘special week's cricket to celebrate 
the 150th anniversary of the found 
‘ing of the Marylebone Cricket Club 
(M.C.C.) in 1787. ‘The North are 
Playing the South in the first match, 
and on Wednesday the M.C.C. 
‘Australian Eleven will play the 
Rest of England. ‘The event thus 
Celebrated is more than just the 
foundation of the M.C.C. for it also 
‘covers the opening of Lord's itself 
in a mateh between Middlesex and | 
Essex for 200 guineas on May 31 
and June 1, 1787, when Middlesex 
‘won by 93 uns 








Cricket, of course, existed long. 
before the M.C.C,’ but it went 
‘through many vicissitudes and was 
denounced in the 14th century as. 
among the games which were dis- 
honourable and useless, It was 
then considered fit for ‘the lower 
orders only, but there was. 
‘evidence that the nobility practised 
some form of the game. Eventually 
it came to be forbidden, as it 
tended to distract attention’ from 
archery, an important form of train 
ing for national defence. ‘The word 
“lericket” itself did not come into 
use until about the middle of the 
16th century, and travellers in 
foreign parts reported some resem- 
blance to the game; for example, 
in Persia, which, in'the middie of 
‘the 17th century, was said to be a 
kind of “mall” ' or “ericket"~the 
Persians calling it kuitskaukan. 

Swift, anticipating Kipling by a 
century, scoffed at the game as “At 
‘only for footmen”; but in 1748 it 
had the distinction of being ex- 
pressly legalized by Act of Parlia 
ment and a judicial decision went 
even further by calling it “a very 
manly game," but condemning the 
gambling that was associated with 





‘The Southern counties have the 
distinction of having encouraged 
cricket in its modern transforma 
tion, and one of the earliest sco 
understandable by the cricketer 
‘to-day Is that of a match played on 
the Artillery Ground between Kent 
and All England on June 18, 1744— 
for cricket as understood’ to-day 
really found its origin in the old 
Honourable Artillery — Company 
Ground at Finsbury and, curiously 
enough, the HAC, is celebrating 
its own 400th anniversary this year. 

‘The special cricket week now 
proceeding celebrates the removal 
of the headquarters’of cricket from 
‘White Conduit Fields, whither the 
supporters of the game had migrated 
from the Artillery Ground in 1780. 
‘The name of the club was then the 
White Conduit Cricket Club, but on 
removal to Dorset Square, in 1787, 
under the wgis of Thomas Lord, 
‘the Marylebone Cricket Club came 
into existence and its ground wa 
Known as Lord's, 

In 1811 cricketers moved again to 
‘a second ground nearer what is now 
‘the Regent's Canal, but they kept 
the name Lord's, and ‘Thomas 
Lord, according to one tradition, 
brought his precious turf with him. 
‘Three years later the cutting of the 
Canal unseated them again and they 
moved to St. John’s Wood, again 
with the precious turf, and there 
stands Lord's Ground to-day. 








Thomas Lord belonged to a 
Jacobite family who were obliged 
to leave Scotland because of their 
participation in the Rebellion of 
1745, He was born at Thirsk, in 
‘Yorkshire, in 1757, and obtained a 
job as an attendant at the White 
Conduit Club in 1760. He was 
called upon to select and look after 
a cricket ground for the Earl of 
‘Winchilsea, a noted patron of sport, 
and his success in this enterprise 
ed to the formation of the ground 
in Dorset Square, as already men- 
tioned, Lord died in Hampshire in 
1832, 

‘The early records of the game 
were unfortunately lost in a fire 
which “destroyed the pavilion in 
1825; and that might have been an 
even more disastrous year for 
ericket, for the builder threatened 
to get hold of the ground. William 
‘Ward however, purchased Lord's 


instead, and saved ihe situation. 
Dark bought him out in 1836 and| 
‘sold the remainder of the lease to 
the Club in 1864, The freehold was 
bought by the Club two years later, 
for £18,500, a similar sum being 
paid in'1887, 50 years ago, for 
additional ground. Further additions 
were made in 1897 by acquisition 
from the Great Central Railway 
Co. and the ground now covers 20 
acres, including the site of various 
villas which belong to the property. 

‘The M.C.C., now the controlling 
authority on ericket as well as the 
owners of Lord's, has a membership 
of over 5,000," and young men 
whose fathers think that they may’ 
one day find it useful to make 
centuries on the historic ground 
have their names put down for 
membership before they have 
reached the teething stage. 

‘The importance of the” founding 
of the M.C.C. in 1787 lies also in 
the fact that it enabled the Club to 
revise the laws of the game, a 
revision duly carried out in the 
next year, and to establish itself as| 
the supreme authority. ‘The present 
laws are those drawn up in 1788 
with amendments by revision made | 
in various years from 1884 to 1936. 
‘The M.C.C’s laws were themselves 
the’ product of a revision, for the 
oldest laws were drawn up by the 
London Club in 1744, amended at 
the “Star and Garter" in Pall Malt 

in 1755, and again in 1774, before 
the M.G.C. came into existence. 

‘The circumstances in which 
‘Thomas Lord accepted Lord Win- 
chilsea’s commission are well told 
by E. V. Lucas, who explains that 
Lord’ Winchilsea's idea was to put 
the ground in a more central posi- 
tion and keep it more select, so 
that amateurs could be sure of 
getting a knock whenever they 
liked:

William Ward, who came so nobly 
to the rescue ‘of Lord's Ground 
against the assaults of the builder, 
was a Wykehamist who, appro- 
priately, was born in the very year 
of the foundation of the M.C.C. He 
was a financier by profession and 
a big man in more senses than one, 
being 6 ft. 1 in. in height, 14 stone 
in weight, and he wielded a 4 Ib. bat. 
His 278, 'made in 1820, was for a 
long time the second highest score 
in the annals of cricket, He bowled 
slow underhands, fielded at point, 
and played almost to the end of; 
his life for the M.C.C. and for| 
Hampshire. He was a director of| 
the Bank of England and M.P. for| 
the City of London—so ‘cricket had 
in him a magnificent patron. It is 
pleasant for lesser cricketers to 
note that this paragon had one 
weakness, he used to keep himself 
fon too long with his underhand.
